After the retreat from Estonia, I was, with the 
German reconnaissance troop l 6 b (Marine). My 
assignemtn was the same as earlier in Finland 
and Estonia, to prepare and huild up, as well as 
lead, the occupation troops to Estonia. 

These Estonian volunteers were recruited and trained 
hy HE with the thought in mind that- after the 
eacpected fall of Germany they were to be pat with 
the peimis ion of Estonia at the disposal of 
the Vestem allies for further cooperation since 
we did not believe in a long period of peace 
and harmony between the west and the communists. 

For tMs reason on 30 April 1 ^ I equiped all 
of thi^ dispatched 5 groups with radio and cipher 
codes which were kxu>wn only to me and one man 
in each group. In order to make contact with 
the American troops who were in front of me, I 
sent two of ny radio men at the end of March over 
the Elbe into the area where the Americans were 
advancing. This attempt failed, even thou^ as 
I later learned they ^ve themselves up to the 
Americans (on April 1 , 19 ^) the radio contact 
with me was lost. 

I came across the front lines and reported at 
the first allied elements I met - a British one. 

I reported ny capable officers. Result; I was 
arrested and a couple of days later my hq. radio 
pseition was taken prisoner. 

1 was in British arrest in their interrogation 
detention in teburg. Penal Camp Altona, in a 
prison camp near Hamburg (name forgotten) , in 
the jail at Neumanster, civil internment canq> 
Neumunster and a long tine in prison of the secret 
service in Bad Nendo rf.
